The political success 
vf an honest man is equally im- 
possible, untess his virtue be of the 
order which easy of conviction. 
These are facts of the present day and 
will not admit of contradiction. They 
commence in villainy which is natural 
to men who possess great wealth and 
great ignorance at the same time. 
Such a state of affairs is made possible 
only by the fact that we tolerate flunk- 
eys instead of honest men, and prefer 
the siniles of those who have the ear 
of capitals to the grasp of an up- 
right man’s hand. These vicious con- 

ditions will end when self-respect be- 
comes the equal of notoriety, and when 
love of principal ceases to be subservi- 
ent to worship of wealth. The old 
man looks back and is forced to ac- 
knowledge that had he been more un- 
principled he would have been more 
successful. The middie aged man 
finds that half of a life has failed to 
vindicate the policy of honesty, and 
the young man who is ambitious, looks 
but a short time before he knows that 
ambition or virtue must be given up. 
The success aimed at is of course 
worldly, and he sees that the worldly 
alone succeed. And so the old man 
takes the boy aside to say, “my son, 
honesty is very expensive, I had left 
thee a handsome fortune had I been 
more economical upon that point, 
while the man of middle age resclves 
that to get gold, one must follow the 
Golden Rule, and he reads it carefully ; 

“Do unto others as they would do 
unto von.“

Meat Market. 

The period of activity in the sale of 
beef cattle is now over, and, but few 
cattle will be sent from this State to Cal- 
ifurnia before next September. The 
grass is growing finely, but will not 
make rich and tender meat until it has 
somewhat matured, hence, we shall 
soon be compelled to eat tougher beef 
than usual, until abeut next Aug- 
ust.. Beef cattle are becoming scarce 
and as a consequence beef will advance 
in price. 

Hogs and sheep are scarce already, 
and pork and mutton of a good qual- 
ity find a ready sale in market. Some 
complaint has been made that many 
hogs in this valley are dying. They 
are fat and to all appearances are 
healthy, but get short of breath, pant 
afew minutes and suddenly fall over 
dead. We suspect that this is con- 
fined to few places and must result 
from some defect in feed. If such be 
the case this swine pest will only be 
of short duration. Most of the hogs 
for this market and Virginia city come 
from California. Beef cattle range 
from 5 to 744 cents, hogs 6 to 744, 
sheep 6 to 8 cents. The supply will 
probably meet the market demands, 
but we may not at least, leok fora fall 


in prices.
